N the Third Seven hundred French Advanced to View our Bridge, but 2 
Detachment of Hofers and Hefians treated them ſo well, that moſt of 

them were Killed and taken Priſoners, ſince which the Enemy have appeared in 
uu Parties: The Tenth they Playd hard with their Cannon into our Camp, and 


Defign'd to paſs the Necker at Wimpfel, but were vigorouſly Repulſed with the 
loſs ot Fifteen Hundred Men. 


A great many were drowned in the River Neckar. 

Six hundred fell into our Hands. 

And two Thouſand were Wounded, 

We Loſt Five Hundred Men. p 3 3 
The ſame day, the Mariſbal D' Berge, with the whole Army retired Five 
Hours from us ſent Twenty four Waggons with Men to Philipsbarg and Landam, 
and left many Tinn Boats behind him on the Necker, 


Twelve Heſians. were ſo bold before they Decamped, as to paſs among the 
French, and took out two French Standards, and Swome over with them, : 

The French Marched the 12th, to Wifoxch, and Incamped this Night at 2a. 
beim, but ſent their Baggage this Morging to St. Geer, making ſhew of Marching 
to S wabia, tho not believed, but tis rather thought they return to the x ine. 

Theſe is now about Fifteen Hundred Frexch Priſoners in our Camp. 

Prince Cenis hearing by an Expreſs, that the Elector of Saxony was come to 
Oxenfort, is gone Poſt thither to Confer with him and ſo return again. 


The French Diſſerters do all report, that Fifreen Thouſand Boores and 
country Militia make part of the Army, 


De Torge has ſent a Trumpet for Exchange of Priſoners, and to deſite a Place 


to Adjuſt the Conditions, which wis promiſed, We are aſſured that the Ene- 


mies Artillery are fixty Pieces of Cannon,
